OUR Committee appoipted.. to examine into the 
Merits of the Petition of the Frecholders, Merchants, 
and Inhabitants of the Town of Galway, and the 
Gentlemen,  Freeholders, and Farmers of the Coun- 
ty of Galway, in behalf of themſelves and other the Inha- 
bitants of the ſaid Town and County, ſenſible of the Im 
portance of the Facts therein alledged to the Trade and In- 
duſtry of that Town, examined ſeveral Perſons in the moſt 
ſolemn Manner, purſuant to the Order of the Houſe, and 
ordered me to report the Whole, as it appeared to them, with 
their Opinion thereupon to the Houſe. : 
And firſt. Andrew French of the Town of Gatway, Mer- 
chant, being examined before your Committee, ſaith, that 
he is, and his Father John French have been in Company as 
Merchants in the Town of Galway ſince the Year 1752, that 
his Father has been a Merchant in the ſaid Town for thirty- 
three Years paſt, and his Grandfather, Andrew French, was 
alſo a Merchant there, from the Year 1704, and that he 
died in the Year 1756 that in ſome Years they have paid 
five or fix thouſand Pounds a Year Duties to his Majeſty, 
that in the laſt Year they paid about One thouſand two hun- 
dred Pounds; very little in the Year 1760 ; but in 175%, and | 
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in the Year 1759 they paid about four or five thouſand. 
Pounds Duties to the Crown. He informed your Commit- 

tee, that they have alſo paid to the Corporation of Galtay 
certain Duties, charged upon the Merchants in that Town 


Charter Duties; but ſay d, that the Duties which they ſo paid, 


tioned in the Charter granted to the Corporation; Copies of 
which he has read; for the Duties ſo paid by them, as Char- 


ters. He informed your Committee, that the Corporation 
oblige all Ships coming into the Harbour, and up to the Quay, 
to pay nineteen Shillings and four pence for Pilotage, Anchorage 


and Quayage; that large Veſſels uſually pay fifteen Shillings 
Pilotage, and three Shillings and four Pence for Quayage, and

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He further informed your Cqmmittee, that the ſaid Cloris 
ration have been in Poſſeſſion, as long as he has known the 
Town of Galway, of the above Charter Duties, and Perqui- 


fites, and fayth, that the ſaid Charter Duties, and Perquiſites 


fo paid by the Merchants of the ſaid Town, amount on ſome 
Goods, ſometimes to more than three per Cent, above the 


Puties payable to his Majeſty, and that he pays three Pounds 


per Cent. more in Galway, as a Merchant on ſome Goods, as 


he believes, than he would in any other Sea- -port Town that 


he knows of in the Kingdom. He alfo informed your Com- 


mittee, that the Cuſtom- Houſe-2 Quay is in very bad Order, 


and believes that the Corporation and Water Bailiffs are the 


Perſons to keep it in Repair. He ſay'd, that he has frequently 
heard the Inhabitants of the ſaid Town n of the Tolls 
taken in the Markets. 

le ſay'd that he has not pad the Charter Duties for about 
a Year and half paſt, and being required to aſſign his reaſon 


for not paying the ſame, he ſay'd that his F ather being in Eng- 
land, he looked over his F oa s Books, and believes that his 


Father and Grandfather paid between two and three thouſand 


Pounds, of their own Subſtance, from the Year 1712 or 1714, 


for Charter Duties and Perquiſites, and obſerving that they 
- amounted to ſo much, and that he himſelf had paid in two 
Months Time for Charter Duties and Perquiſites, the Sum of 

_ twenty-ſeven Pound Sterling, and having then forty Hogſheads 
of Tobacco to land, he applied to ſome of the © cas; 


and offered that he himſelt would give twenty Guineas to fee 
any able Lawyers for their Opinion, whether they were inti- 
tled to ſuch Duties and Perquiſites, or that he was obliged 
to pay the ſame; with which Propoſal they were not content, 


but arreſted one of the Hogſheads of Tobacco, and he reple- 


vied it. He further ſay'd, that Fames Diſney, who collected . 


the King's Duties, farmed the Charter Duties from the Corpo- 


ration, and collected them both at the ſame Time, but did 
not collect the ſaid Perquiſites; that during the Time the ſaid 


James collected his Majeſty's Duties, he gave no Receipt for 


the Charter Duties which he collected, but after he was 
diſmiſſed from collecting the King's Duties, he then gave his 


Receipt for the Charter Duties which he then collected, and 


the ſaid Andrew French delivered to your Committee, the 
Paper marked, No. I, which he proved to be a Receipt from 


the laid Janes 2 for the Charter Duties paid by him, 


Hom : 
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from the twenty: eighth of July, 1759, to thetwenty-ſeventh of 


September following, which amounted to ten Pound nine 


Shillings and one Penny. 
He ſay'd, that he has heard but does not Swe; that the 


Charter Duties have been ſet by the Corporation, at n 
Pound per Annum. 


That on a Reference, dt A Yup 400 a half paſt, the 


Corporation produced a Witneſs before the Referees, who 


proved that about thirty Years ago, the Corporation repaired 


Part of the Walls of the Town, but he does not know that 
they laid out any Money on the Repair of the ſame. 


Your worthy Member, Mr. Thomas Eyre informed 


Committee, that ſometime in the Year one thouſand a 
hundred and fifty-three, an eſtimate, for repairing the Walls 
of Galway, was laid before the Government, which was ap- 


proved of, and Money iſſued thereupon, and that they were 


_ repaired purſuant to the Order of Government, and he be- 
lieves about the Sum of fifty Pound was _ expended for 


that Purpoſe ; and ſayth, that in the Year, 1755, the Gates 


of the ſaid Town were repaired, and Part 0 the Wall, by 
the Order, and at the Expence of the Government, which 
coſt about twent y or thirty Pounds, but does not know whe- 
_ an en was firſt made to the n ation to repaer 
them. 


James O Hara, Town-Clerk of Calne, who appeared 


before your Committee, to ſupport the Rights of the Corpo- 


ration, admitted, that the Evidence given by the ſaid Andrew 


Prench, relative to the Perquiſites of Deal Boards .and Salt, 
was true. 


The faid Andrew French being Marra ed dathee the 


three Deal Boards, taken out of every thouſand, were not for 
the Uſe of the Poor, to make Coffins, he anſwered, that he 
believed they were given formerly in the Times of Popery for 
that Purpoſe, but does not believe that the Warden applies 
them to that uſe. And he farther.informed your Committee, 


that the Corporation oblige the Merchants to pay four pence 
for every Tun of Kelp, at the Quay Gate, and alſo four- 


pence a Tun for weighing it, and oblige them to pay the ſaid 


four-pence, though it be not brought into the Town, but 
lodged in a Ware-Houſe on the Outſide of the Town-Gate 


for Exportation. 


He further informed your Committee, that every Boat 
Which 


. 


vhich comes laden with Kelp, alſo pays upon every Trip 
to the Water-Bailiffs, a Lump of Kelp or four-pence, that 
the uſual Load of a Boat is from five to ten or twelve tun, that 
he has known one Boat to make fifteen or twenty Trips in a 
Lear, from the Place where the Kelp,is burn'd, to the Quay, 


and each Time it comes it pays four- pence to the Water- Bal. 


liff, who uſed to take a Lump of Kelp worth from one Shilling 
to eighteen-pence, but of late, they ſometimes take the Lump 
and ſometimes the four- pence, when the Owner refuſes to let 


them take the Lump, that the Water-Bailiff chuſes the Lump, 
and the Owner chuſes to give the four-pence, about 


which there have been frequent diſputes, that Kelp is 
worth from twenty-five to thirty-five Shillings per Ton, but 
formerly about fifty Years ago, was worth only from fourteen 
to twenty-one Shillings per Fon, at which Time he believes 
the Owner choſe to give the Lump, which has been fince the 
Kelp Trade'began, as he believes, paid to the Water-Bailiff, 
except when the four-pence is paid. That the Office of 


Water-Bailiff is an Office ſet up by Cant every Year by the 


Corporation, is an Officer of the Corporation, and takes an 
Oath of Office, that Kelp is only about fifty or ſixty Years 
ſtanding, and his Grandfather, as he hears, was the firſt who 
exported it about fifty Years ago. 


Martin Lynch proved to your Committee a Receipt, pro- 


duced for two Pounds four Shillings, paid by Patrick Lynch to 
John Mandiville, the thirtieth of December one thouſand ſeven 


hundred and fixty-one, for Cuſtom of one hundred and 
thirty-two Ton of Kelp at four pence per Ton. 


Robert Broughton informed your Committee, that he has 
been acquainted with the Tolls, taken at the Markets of the 


Town of Gathoay, tor twenty-two Years paſt, That the Cor- 
poration always permit the Maiſters to buy their Malt, and 


bring it to their own Houſes without buying it in the open 
Market, which he conſidered not as an Indulgence, as he 
knew that it was uſual to do ſo in other Towns. That the 
Toll of Malt was in the Year one thouſand ſeven hundred 
and forty-one, and one thouſand ſeven hundred and forty- 

two, taken in Kind by a Veſſel ; but fince chat Time, the 
Toll-Gatherers inſiſt upon Money, and refuſe to take the 


Toll in Grain, and have inſiſted on Money for the Toll of 


all Corn, except of Wheat and Meal, and have refuſed to 
take It it in Kind; That the Toll which they take for a Barrel 
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of Bere, or ſixteen Stone, is five Pence; for a Barrel of 
Coal-dried Malt, ſix Pence Half-penny ; for a Barrel of 
Oats, or fourteen Stone, three Pence; he ſay'd, that a- 
bout fourteen or fifteen Years ago the Toll for a Barrel of 


Malt was only four Pence per Barrel; then it roſe to five 


Pence, and afterwards to fix Pence half-penny per Bar- 
rel; he fays, that Malt bought in the Market pays five 


| Pence Toll for every ten Stone ; ; that the Toll of Wheat 
and Meal are taken by a Veſſel, called a Standard, the 


Contents of which Standard he does not know ; that the 


Toll-gatherers take out of every Bag of Wheat which they 


think weighs a Barrel or twenty Stone, three Standards 
Heaped ; but they do not weigh the Wheat until after the 
Toll is taken ; likewiſe, three heaped Standards are taken for 
the Toll of every Bag of Meal, which the Toll-gatherers 


ſuppoſe to contain a Barrel; but he fay'd, that he never ſaw 


Meal weighed in the Market, and believes that the Tolls 
are ſo taken, not for the Advantage of the Seller, but for 
the Toll. -gatherers own Advantage. He informed your Com- 
mittee, that in the Year 1738, he ſaw a Bag of Malt fold 

for three Shillings and nine Pence, and nine Pence taken 


for the Toll of it. And ſay'd that the Toll is taken before the 
M.,arket is open; and Farther fay'd, that tne Seller of every Bag ot 


Coal-dried Malt, and Wheat pays beſides the Toll aforeſaid, 
one Penny for weighing the Bag, and the Buyer alſo pays 
three Half-pence for weighing the ſame. That Bere and Oats 


were not ſold in the Market; the former is fold at private 


Houſes, and the latter in the Street. The ſaid Robert Brough=- 


Tran produced to your Committee ſeveral Receipts to different 
Perſons ſigned Pat. Blake, which Name he proved to be of 


the ſaid Patrich's own Hand-writing, amounting in the 


Whole to above ſeventy Pounds for L oll, &c. of Malt, at 
five Pence per Bartel; all of which Reccipts were in the 
Years 1760, and 1761, except one for four Pounds eighteen 
Shillings and ſeven Pence in the Year 17 56, and one for ſe- 
ven Pounds ſeven Shillings and ſix Pence in the Year 1752. 


He further informed. your Committee, that on the thirteenth 


of Fanuary laſt, ſuppoſing that he might be examined relative 


to the Tolls, complained of, and in order to find out the Con- 


tents of the 7 Standard for Toll, he ſent Twenty Stone of 


Wheat in a Bag, which Bag weighed Four Pounds to the 


Market, and the Toll-gatherer took three Standards out ak, it, 
er 
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after which he weighed it, and it wank Eleven Pounds; ; | he 
fay'd he paid beſides the Toll Twopence Halfpenny for the 
Draft of the Scale. That there is a Crane in the Market-Houſe 
kept by the Clerk of the Market, but does not know whether 
he be 40 Clerk; he ſay'd that in the Years One thouſand 
ſeven hundred and Fifty-nine and-One thouſand ſeven hundred 
and Sixty, he was brought to the Tholſel by the Toll-gather- 
crs, who threatned him that they would hos Two Conſtables 
at his Door if he would not take an Oath to make a true Return 
of his Bere and Malt, which Oath he was therefore obliged to 


take; he ſay'd that he made a juſt Return for them Two Years, | 


but admits that in the other Years the Returns which he made 
to the Toll-gatherers were not ſo ; and he ſay'd that they always 
took his word except in them Two Years for his Return ; he 
ſay'd that he never complained but once when James Diſney 


was Mayor about the Exactions of Tolls, and in the Year One 


thouſand ſeven hundred and Forty-nine to Mr. Ellis about 


quarter: ng of Soldiers when your worthy Member Mr. John 
 £iyre was Mayor, to whom he admits that he did not complain. 


He fay'd and ſo did the ſaid Andrew French that they never 
heard that the Recorder refuſed to hear -any Complaint made 
to him. But the ſaid Broughton ſay'd that he heard that the 
Deputy ſtruck one in the Abſence of the Recorder, who com- 
plained ; ard he ſay'd that his reaſon for complaining but once 
was becauſe the Toll-gatherers were part of the Corporation, 
and he was in dread of diſobliging them, and apptehenſive that 

he might be ſerved as Martin Blake the Miller, who combined 
-with 80 as there are ſeveral Mills to take the ſixteenth part 

Toll, for which the Grand jury preſented him, and the ſaid 


Blake thereupon declared, that he would go to the Market and 


ſtop the Toll-gatherers from taking illegal Tolls, on which 
Mr. Anneſley ſummoned the Corporation to puniſh the Millers 
for their Combination; he further ſay'd that he often heard the 


ſaid Blake complain of the illegal Tolls before any miſunder- 


ſtanding berween him and the Corporation, does not know but 


heard that the ſaid Blake went to the Market to ſtop. the illegal 
Tolle, does not know the Year but believes it was after the 
Bills of Indictment were found againſt the ſaid Blake, and be- 

lieves it was in Reſentment, and knows that only Six People 


ſwore Informations againſt the ſaid Blake, and that Thirty: Six 
Bills of Indictment were then found againſt him; the ſaid 


Broughton further fay'd that he never was Partner in the ſaid 


Tolls nor farmed them. 
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Martin Blals ie your Committee, that he had been 


acquainted with the Tolls taken in Galtay for twenty-four 


or twenty five Years paſt ;. that they were taken in kind when 
he was firſt acquainted. with them; that -the. taking of Mo- 
ney. for Toll began firſt in the Year 1742, when Corn was 
very cheap, and to caſe the Toll-gatherers ; but cannot ſay, 
whether it began by choice; that it firſt began by James 
olan, and believes it was by mutual Agreement between 
him and the Toll-gatherers, but knows that it was not ſo 
with others, and then heard almoſt all others complain of 
it. That only four Pence per Barrel was taken the firſt 
Vear; the ſecond Year it was raiſed to five Pence per Barrel, 


though Corn continued at the ſame low Price that Year 
and the third Year, when the Toll was raiſed to fix Pence 
per Barrel; that in the Year 174", the Toll was raiſed to 


ſix Pence Half-penny but as he recollects, it was in 1749, 


that the Price of Oh began to riſe ; that it role about the 


Year 1746, and fell again before the Year 1748; that 
three Pence per Barrel was taken for the Toll of Oats 


ſince the taking of Money for Toll firſt began, and has ſo 
continued; and the ſame Tolls, as he has mentioned. were 


taken when he left Gatkway. He admits that he had a Miſun- 


derſtanding with the Spe and fay'd, that when your 


worthy Member, Mr. John Eyre was Mayor, hetook the Tolls 
from him, and paid the Sum of five hundred and fixty Pounds 
for them, and that t they were higher that Vear- than for three 
Years before, and three Years after. That he was told, by bis 
Uncle, Joln Kirwan, who was Security for him; that if he 


took the legal Toll he ſhould be broke; and therefore he 
: parted his Bargain to Mr. Cox, who gave him thirty Pounds for 


it, but no more. Admits, that when he bid for the Tolls he 
knew what Tolls were uſually taken, and intended to take the 
ſame, ; but ſay'd, that the YA. betore, a Diſpute being in the 
Corporation, and the then Mayor holding over, a Pint was 


brought by him into the Market, and the Tolls tiken by it 
for ſome tune in kind to ingratiate himſelf with the People, 
fay'd, that they who toke the Tolls from the Corporation do 
not uſually. ſet them out again, but keep the Corn, Meal, and 


other Kinds of Grain to themſelves, and ſet off only the Out- 


branches to others; that the Toll-gatherers uſually attend them- 
ſelves with a Servant, one attends at the Crane, one to take 

the Money-Toll, and another in the Street to take the Toll 

of Wheat and Meal. He further informed your Committee,

of Room, but he does not know of any Complaint made to 
the Magiſtrates concerning ſuch Refuſal, ſay'd that he himſelf 


knew but of two Complaints made to the Magiſtrates about 


the Tolls and Grievances complained of, cne of which was to 


Mr. Anneſley, but fay*d that he very often heard and believes 
there were many Complaints made, and that no Redrefs was 
obtained, and believes that there being no Redreſs was one 
ane chat more Complaints were not made, but he ſay*d that 


he never heard of any Complaint being made to Mr. John 
' Staunton the Recorder, which was not redreſſed, but lay'd, 


that the Recorder ſeldom refided in the Town. 

The ſaid Andrew French further informed your Committee, 
tha: the preſent Market-houſe is the fame which has been in 
| bis Memory, that it is on the Ground Floor, under the Sol- 


_cieis Infirmary, that it is not ceiled, as he believes, tho' he 


is not certain, nor even rendered, that he heard people did not 
chuſe to go into it in the Summertime for fear of Infection, 


the Apprehenſion of cage has kept him from it. And the 


laid Martin Blake fay'd, that he frequently heard Complaints 
made of the Soldiers Ink: mary being over the Market-houſe, 
and that Jobn French, the Merchant, applied to him to buy 
| Wheat for him, and tolg him that he was apprehenſive of I.. 
fection, by going into the Market-houſe. 
The ſaid Andrew French admitted, that the Corporation 
paid Rent for the Cellars of which the Market- houſe conſiſted, 
and that it was in the wideſt Street in the Town, but not ca- 
pable to contain and weigh the twentieth Parr of the Cora 


brought to Market: he further informed your Committee, that 
he knew ſeveral Plots in the Town which the Corporation 


might purchaſe or take a Leaſe of for building a proper Mar- 


| ket-houſe, and which would be convenient: he further ſay'd, 
that he heard the Red Houſe oppoſite to the Change was let by 


the Corporation to Edward Eyre deceaſed, at a Pepper Corn 
a Year, and that it t formerly belonged « to a Charity. He ad- 


mitted 
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mitted that it would not be a convenient Houſe or Situation 


for a Market-houſe, and that when the preſent Market-houſe 
was taken by the Corporation there was no Infirmary over it, 


and that the upper Part of the Market-houſe is in Leaſe to the 


Reverend Mr. Fefford. He further admitted, that the Inhabi- 
tants of moſt of the Cellars in the ſame Strect receive Money 
for and are aſſiſted in paying their Rent by Corn lodged in 
their Cellars, which is ſo lodged, as the Country People chuſe 


to be with their Corn for Safety, and as they want Room in 
the Market-houſe, yet does not know of his own Knowledge, 


but believes it is lodged in the Cellars for want of Room, be- 
lieves that the People chuſe to lodge the Corn with themſelves, 


but further believes, that if there was a good and ſafe Market- 


houſe they would chuſe to lodge their Corn in it, and ſay'd 
that their Market-houſe is not open except upon Market 
Days, and the people cannot lodge their Corn before the Markct 


Day, believes that the Toll-Gatherers would lodge the Corn for 


Favourites, but not for every one before the Market Day, nor 
could they. Admits that he has no Doubt but the Toll- vaſe 
ers would keep ſuch as was lodged ſafe, but often heard, 


does not know, that the Country People complained that 5 


could not get their Corn into the Market-houſe. He further 
admitted, that the Cellars in that Street are inhabited by Huck- 
ſterers who ſupply the Country People with Tubs for their 


Meal which induces them to lodge it there, that Meal is ſold 
by Meaſure, but Malt and Wheat by Weight, admits that 
many of the ſaid Cellars are ceiled and many are not, and he 
Farther admitted that Cellars in the Town are common Repo- 
ſitories for Goods of various Kinds, ſuch as Beef, Butter, Corn 
and Wine, Sc. and that the Market Cellar is the largeſt in the 
Street, being two Cellars opened into one. 


The ſaid Andrew French farther informed your Committee, 


that the Trade of Goluay was formerly very great, that it has 
been in a declining State, and has decreaſed for Twenty Years 


paſt. That the Merchants of that Town inſtead of having 


| fourteen or fifteen Ships, -which they had from One thouſand | 
ſeven hundred and thirty-four, to about the Year One thou- 

| ſand ſeven hundred and thirty-eight, there are now only two 
or three Ships which belong to the Town, ſay'd he is ſure 
that the Perquiſites and the Duties called Charter Duties, and 
. .Grievances complained of, are one great Cauſe of the Decay 
of its Trade, and ſay'd he knows that many young Men have 
quit the Town and gone abroad, and (hat the ſaid Grievances |

were an inducemeut to them to do ſo, tho? not the principal 
one, and he ſay'd that Mr. Lynch, a Merchant, quit the 
Town of Galway ſome time ago, and has ſettled in Dublin, 
to which he was induced by the ſaid Grievances cotnplained 
The ſaid Andrew French farther informed your Committee, 
that the principal Export of Galway is Kelp, that only two 
Ships laden with Beef and Butter failed from thence thoſe two 
Years paſt, one the laſt Year, and the other this Year, that 
other Goods are exported, but no confiderable Quantity, that 
the principal Perquiſites paid to the Corporation, and Duties 
called Charter Duties, ariſe from Importation, that they are 
alſo a Weight upon Exportation, but thinks they are not a 
Cauſe ſufficient to hinder Expottation. Say'd he heard that ſe- 
veral Fiſhermen go every Year to Newfoundland, and (tay there 
for three or four Years, and believes, that the Cauſes aforeſaid, 
are an Inducement to them to go thither, though not the prin- 
cipal Cauſe of their going. It was admitted before your Com- 
mittee by the ſaid Andrew French, on the Behalf of the Peti- 
tioners, and James O Hara, Town Clerk, who appeared for 
the Corporation, that the Streets of the Town of Galway are 
and have been for many Years palt, paved by the Inhabitants, 
and at their own private Expence, except the Pavement be- 
tween the two Eaſt Gates, the Pavements before William's-gate 
-Guard, before the Main-Guard, before the Town Goal and 
County Court Houſe and Goal, che whole Quay, the Bridge, 
the Pavement before the Tholfel for Half the Breadth of the 
Street, and the Center of the Square in the Parade, which arc 
and have been paved at the Expence of the Corporation. 
ohn Walſh, Butcher, informed your Committee, that every 
Country Butcher, coming into the Town of Galway, is oblig- 
ed to pay yearly to the Mayor, two Stone of Fat or Tallow, 
and likewiſe, two Stone to the Sheriffs, one Stone to each She- 
riff; that formerly the ſaid Perquiſites were taken in Kind, 
but for fome Time paſt, Money has been paid in Lieu there- 
of; at firſt, only ten Shillings a Year were demanded, then 
twelve Shillings, and of late, fourteen Shillings a Year have 
been paid for the ſaid Perquiſites, which have been taken du- 
ring his Memory. The aforelaid Robert Broughton, farther 
informed your Committee, that he knows the Perquiſites or 
Tolls taken at the Gates of the ſaid Town, called, Gateage. 
That all Corn, Meal, or Grain, under a Hundred weight, 
coming into the Town, pay 3 Penny per Quarter of a * 
re 
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ted weight Gateage, and likewiſe, a Buſhel of Wheat pays 2 
Penny Gateage, but if the Bag of Corn exceeds a Hundred 
weight, it goes free through the Gate as it pays the Tolls be- 
fore. mentioned. He farther informed your Committee, that at 
the Eaſt Gate, a Stone of Iron pays a Penny, a Loat of Sugar a 
Halfpenny, feven Bottles of any Liquor pay a Penny, and the 
ſame is paid for a Dozen, that where a Car paſſes in or out, 
laden with ſeveral Pärcels, each Pärcel (except Linen and 
Hemp) pays Gateage, that Soap pays two Pence per Hundred 
_ Gateage, and a Car Load of Kelp a Penny, that a Horſe laden 
with. Baſkets or Creels of Potatocs pays a Penny, and if the 
Baſkets be heaped with Potatoes or the Horſe heavy laden, 
more is demanded andipayed. He farther informed your Com- 
mittee, that about fifteen Years ago, tmall -Parccls of Corn 
did not pay Gateage; but ſay' d, that Gateage for other Goods 
have been paid during his Memory, which 1s- about twenty 
two Tears; he admits, that he never herrd of a Complaint 
made tothe M.giſtrates about Gateage. ; but ſays, that the Inha- 
bitants complain exctſhvely. And he very frequently heard that 
the Inhabitants feared to complain, leaſt they thould be puniſh- 
ed by the unjuſt quartering of Soldiers: He farther informed 
your Committee, that at the Weſt Gate every Horfe Load of 
Fiſh pays two pence Gateage, and if the ſame Load ſhould go 
out 45 the. Eaſt Gate, it pays a Penny; but every Load of 
Fiſh bought in the Shambles, pays at the Eaſt Gate three 
Pence, eben That he has ſeen a Penny paid at the Weſt 
Gate for ſeven or eight ſmall rib Trees, that at the Mood-Quay 
ſeven Pence is taken for every Boat Load of Turf, and that he 
ſaw a Man's Diſtreſs taken for retuling to pay it, that a Boat 
contains uſually from twenty to forty Statute Kiſh of Turf, 
and the Turf is worth-about- nine Pence per Kiſh. 
Martin Lynch, Shopkeeper, informed your eme that 
he has lived always in the Town of Galway, and has been in 
HBuſineſs for eight or ten Years paſt, and has often heard Com- 
plaints about the quartering of Soldiers, and believes that 
every Popiſh Inhabitant who is able to give the Mayor a 
Preſent and does not give it, is quartered with two or four 
Soldiers, whether his Houſe be a Public or a private Houſe, He 
_ farther informed your Committee that it is cuſtomary before 
the Mayor be ſworn, for ſome Friends of the Mayor to go 
about the Town and mention to the Inhabitants that the next 
Vear Soldiers are to be quartered in the Town, which he 
conſiders the ſame as o ſend a Preſent to the Mayor, that he

was particularly * to the laſt Vear, and told that Soldi- 
ers would be quartered on him if he did not ſend a Preſent, 


with which he did not comply, and has been ſince quarter- 


ed with two Soldiers all the laſt Vear, except for a Month

| Houſe and Room with him as one Family, was likewiſe quar- 


tered with two Soldiers, he admits that they have two Shops, 
each one; and that his Brother ſent no Preſent to the Mayor; 
he ſav'd, that the preſent Mayor told him there were only one 


hnbdeed and four Soldiers quartered in the Town the laſt 
Year, That Mr. Thomas French was Mayor, who is a Gen- 


tleman of Fortune and good Character, but would keep 
up to the Rules of the Corporation. He farther ſay'd, that 


when he ſent a Preſent to the Mayor, no Soldiers were quar- 
tered on him, he admitted that Gentlemen of the County of 
Galibay often ſend Preſents to the * and that it is an 


ancient Cuſtom. 


Your worthy Member Mr. John Eyre, informed your Com- 
-mittee, that he received a Letter, as he recollects from the 


Secretary about quartering of Soldiers in the Town of Galway 
when he was Mayor thereof, that he called many of the 


Inhabitants together, who ſay'd to him, that they would not 
comply unleſs they were obliged thereto by Law, and ſome of 


them quoted Acts of Parliament to him, on which he wrote 
back and mentioned his apprehenſion of being put to trouble 
at Law as former Mayors had been, and deſired a particular 
Order of Government for the purpoſe, but received for anſwer 

that his doing what ſhould be proper, was not doubted, on 


which he again ſummoned the Inhabitants, and threatened 
the Popiſh Inhabitants, who principally objected, that he 


would put the Popery Act which hinders ſuch from reſiding in 
the Town in Execution unleſs they complied, 8 in which 


they conſented to quarter the Soldiers. 


The ſaid Martin Lynch farther informed your Committee 


that there are about fifty or fifty four publick Houſes in the 
ſaid Town, that he is ſure that the Soldiers are not equally 
quartered, and that ſeveral of his Neighbours had none quar- 
tered on them, when the Soldiers were quartered as aforeſaid 
npon him, that the unequal Quartering 1 15 4 general Complaint 


in the Town, that he gave a Piſtole to the preſent Mayor for a 


Preſent, he believes that the Inhabitants would be ſatisfied to 


quarger the Soldiers if they were cqually diſtributed, and that 


they would not give Preſents only for fear of Soldiers being 
quartered on them.

Years paſt, he has lived for the moſt part in the Country, but 
lived for twelve or fourteen Years in Galway, that in the Year 
One Thouſand Seven , Hundred and Forty Four, when, Mr, 


George Purdon was Mayor, he lived in an Apartment which 
was the only one furniſhed in a Waſte Houſe which belonged 


td his Brother, that an Officer being quartered on him and an- 


other on Anthony French Gregory, who was troubleſome to 
the ſaid Anthony, that Officer was removed to his Apartment, 


and the one quartered on him, removed to the faid Anthony, 


that the Officer ſo removed to him, abode with him for 


three Weeks, when he beat the faid Robuck's Servant Boy, 


for which he had the Officer indicted, but on the Mayor's in- 
terceding for the Officer, he forgave him, and he was remo- 


ved; but in three or four Days, ſix Soldiers were ſent to be 


quartered on him, of which he complainedito-the Mayor, who 
inſiſted on it, and ſent his Serjeant to take him, and lodged 
him in Goal, where he continued impriſoned for twenty four 
Hours, and whilſt he was in Goal, the Mayor ſent a Sum- 


mons to him to take the Oaths, purſuant to which he attended 


the next Day at the Joel, and requeſted that the Clerk ſhould 
read the Oath before he ſhould be obliged to take it, but the 
Mayor and Juſtice on the Bench, deſired him to take the 
Oath or go to Goal, or pay forty Shillings, that he choſe to pay 
the 40s. and accordingly paid them; he admitted that he com- 

plained by Affidavit to the ſame Purpoſe, as he has now menti- 


oned to the Court of King - Bench, and believes that no Rule 


was made thereupon, but thatthe Court told him, he might 


have his Action at Law.
